With colder weather daily increas 
ing the danger of preventable fires, 
local families-are asked to make a 
full-scale check of homes and apart- 
ments to eliminate common hazards 
during Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 
3 through 9. 


Effectiveness of thorough inspec- 
tions has been demonstrated in re- 
cent years in many cities, one of 
which reported that a wide-spread 
campaign reduced the number of 
dwelling fires for a 12 month period 
from 550 to 201. 


The National Board of Fire Under 
writers suggests that the check-up 
begin in the basement, where near- 
ly one-third of all dwelling fires 
start. 


The furnace should be cleaned. 
Householders 
using 
oil 
burners 
should call in an experienced repair- 
man to check it. Clothing, rugs, and 
any other ignitable items stored near 
the furnace should be removed, and 
all paper, rubbish, and litter disposed 
of. A safe metal container should be 
provided for hot ashes. 


Any "home-wiring" which 
has 
been put up by a member of the 
family should be inspected by a li- 
censed electrician. Pennies in the 
fuse box are an invitation to fire, 
and should be removed. Most home 
circuits use 15-amp. fuses, and a sup- 
ply should be kept handy. Be sure 
the fuses bear the U. L. label on the 
box or under the glass. 


Special care should be taken to re- 
arrange extension cords, avoiding 
hanging them over bare nails or run- 
ning them under rugs. It is safer to 
replace any worn-looking cords. 


Oil and clean the motors of all 
electric appliances, so they will not 
overheat and cause fires. Unless the 
refrigerator motor is the "sealed in" 
type, it should be oiled. Also check 
to be sure that the belt is in proper 
condition, since frayed or oily belts 
often slip and build up heat. 


Chimneys, flues, and smokepipes 
should be cleaned, and all cracks 
and holes repaired, A metal screen 
should be placed in front of the fire- 
place, to guard against flying sparks 
and hot ashes. 


All gasoline or other flammable 
fluids should be removed from both 
house and garage. Cleaning clothes 
at home is a dangerous practice, but 
families which insist upon doing it 
should use only those preparations 
tested and approved by Under- 
writers' Laboratories. 


In the kitchen, remove grease ac- 
cumulations from the stove and 
place grease containers some dis- 
tance from it. Keep a few cupfuls of 
soda or salt handy to throw on 
grease fires in broilers or cooking 
vessels.

age of breaks. 


In 1929, Illinois got a fast start on 
a 54-yard field goal by DougMills, 
now Illini athletic director. Then 
everything happened. Driven back 
to its own goal line, Army 
sent 
Halfback Johnny Murrell back to 
punt from his own end zone. The 
kick went almost straight up in the 
air, hitting on the Army 20 and 
bouncing back to the 8. Illini Cen- 
ter Eddie Kawal scooped up the 
sail and sauntéred 8 yards to 
a 
touchdown. 


Army marched back, moving to 
the Illinois 15, only to watch End 
Arnie Wolgast intercèpt Murrell's 
lateral pass and speed 80 yards for 
another Illinois score. Frosty Pet- 
ers' two conversions gave the Illini 
a 17-point total, offsetting a single 
Cadet touchdown by All-American 
Chris Càglé. 
A .Wet Encounter 


In 1934, ^players and fans were 
greeted by a rain deluge. So the 
Illini made their break early when 
Ken Nelson blocked an Army punt 
in the first 10 minutes of play. End 
Gene Dykstra grabbed the blocked 
kick out of the air arid ran to 
Army's 14, from where Crain Port- 
man swept left end two plays later 
for an Illini touchdown. Les Lind- 
berg made the extra point, then kept 
Army away from the Illinois goal 
with phenomenal 
cof fin-c o r n e r 
punting. Despite the rain, Illinois 
struck for another touchdown on a 
pass from Jack Beynon to Djfetja, 
hut an offside penalty'nullified 'the 
scoré and left thé Illini 7-0 victors. 


Present Ilini Coach Ray Eliot was 
at guard against the Cadets in 1930, 
but his presence didn't'keep Army 
from gaining à 13-0 win. Ray Stack- 
er stole the show for the Cadets, 
scoring on a seven-yard end run and 
intercepting a desperation pass' by 
Chris Hall to run 45 yards for an- 
other touchdown. 
Close Decision 


The other Army win, 6-0 at Cleve- 
land in 1933, was the work of Joe 
Stancook, plunging Cadet fullback 
who capped a 50-yard march with a 
¿ne-yard touchdown smash that won 
the game. A standout,In defeat was 
Illini Jack Beynon, who completed 
seven of eight passes during a third 
period drive which threatened to 
put Illinois back in the game. 


Last' year's "renewal {If the series, 
first game between Illinois and 
Army in 13 years, went tb the Illini 
statisticially and but'for â bad center 
pass mi^ht hiave gone to "them on 
points'.

Mandatory Changes 


Changes that must take place if 
consolidation carries: 


1. A new board must be elected, 
consisting of 7 members, not more 
than 3 of whom may come from the 
same congressional township. 


2. The new board will operate as 
one school district beginning July 1, 
1949. 


3. The board may operate as fhany 
or as few actual school buildings as 
it deems necessary. 


4. Free 'transportation 
must be 
provided for pupils residing at a 
distance from any school maintain- 
ed within the district. 


5. The maximum rates without 
taking into consideration bond and 
interest rates will be: Education, SI. 
building, 25c; 111. Mm;. Ret., .025. 
Total, $1.275. 


6. Existing bonded cebt will be 
spread over the entire area instead 
of being a debt only of the area 
whose inhabitants authorized it by 
their votes. 


7. The majority of the patrons will 
be farther removed from their school 
board members than they are now 
with the exception of those of the 
non-high school area. 


8. The base to which the cjualifv- 
ing rate for special aid must be ap- 
plied in the computation of state 
aid claims will be increased con- 
siderably over the inaividua! dis- 
trict totals. Therefore,-if the con- 
solidation carries, the area would 
receive approximately $49.000 less 
special state aid than n does under 
the present status. 
Possible Changes 


Changes that can take place, en- 
tirely at the discretion of the new 
board: 


1. Any school now being main- 
tained may be closed by the new 
board of education and its pupils 
may be sent to another school. 


2. All textbooks in the county may- 
become uniform. 


3. All educational 
supplies and 
equipment may be uniform. 


4. All schools may be required to 
operate the same number of months. 
In other words, the rural schools 
now operating eight months may- 
have to operate nine. 


5. Tax rates can increase mater- 
ially for some sections of the county 
and be lowered for others. For in- 
stance, in the district where the 
maximum tax rate for schoo! pur- 
poses (both grades and high school) 
is now .417 per $100, the rate raav go 
as high as $1.275 per $300. Likewise, 
where the maximum total is now 
$1.80 in one district, the maximum 
will be $1.275. 


6. How long will children 
ride 
school buses? This question can be 
answered only by the new school 
board that will be oreated if the 
consolidation carries. 
The answer 
will depend on what school buildings 
are operated, the number of buses, 
and the bus routing. 


While this is not an exact count it 
is believed to be close. 


Cass county voters will be asked 
to vote on another proposition at the 
regular election No. 2. The special 
ballot reads "Shall the County of 
Cass, a municipal corporation or- 
ganized and existing under rmd by 
virtue of the laws of the State of 
Illinois, be included within the pro- 
visions of An Act, creating the "Illi- 
nois Municipal Retirement Fund," 
filed July 29, 1939, as amended, now 
in force and effect?" To be voted 
yes or no. 


Passage would provide all county 
employees with a privilege similar 
to Social Security Acc, which does 
not include municipial workers.

Was Not Armed 
Bourland was represented in court 
by Attorney Russell J. Alverez, who 
pointed out that after the defend- 
ant's arrest he cooperated with offi- 
cials, and that he was unarmed when 
he committed the burglaries. 


The state's attorney 
contended 
that the series of robberies showed 
the defendant's criminal tendencies, 
and that his record was such that 
he was not entitled to a minimum 
sentence. 


Addressing Judge Crow on his own 
behalf, Bourland said that a short 
time he committed the burglaries 
here he received word that his eight 
month's old child had died, and 
that his wife was in a tuberculosis 
sanitarium in Southern Illinois. 


Loses Job In Louisville 
He claimed that his criminal 
record caused him to lose a good 
job in Louisville, Ky., although he 
had not committed other crimes 
after his release on that occasion. 


Bourland accompanied a carnival 
to this city last spring. He left his 
car in a garage for repairs, returning 
from Iowa several weeks later. It was 
while waiting for the repairs on his 
car to be completed that he extended 
his string of burglaries, which wall 
put him behind bars again for a 
period of years. 


Pleas of guilty were entered by 
Charles W. Hennessey and Harold 
E. Carter, under indictment 
for 
armed robbery. They each asked 
to be admitted to probation. Hen- 
nessey and Carter are accused of 
holding up a resident of Havana 
111., with a knife on North West 
street. 


The court appointed Ralph Thom- 
son to serve as attorney for Ceasar 
Powers, who is under indictment 
on a charge of assault with intent 
to kill.
